Matters 
II received during March in these categories increased from 8,211 to 
II 9,213. Matters closed increased from 7*893 to 9,7*+2.

Hatters received during June in these categories increased from 8,774 
to 9,647 .

As the Bureau is aware, quite a number of cases 
originating in the domestic field with leads for the different 
Legal Attache Offices have to do with the\placing of stops 
with cooperative foreign police agencies in-order that the 
respective Legal Attaches will be notified of travel within 
the countries of their jurisdiction of U.S. security subjects. 

In this connection, the Legal Attache Offices are usually 
furnished with copies of letterhead memoranda prepared by the 
interested domestic offices which set forth exact or approximate 
dates of travel and passport information. 


It has been my experience in the three countries 
assigned to the Madrid Office, Spain, Portugal, and Morocco, 
that travelers entering and leaving the countries are required 
to fill out small forms, which forms eventually end up in the 
police files of the respective countries. These forms in 
general require an exact listing of the name of the traveler 
as it appears in the passport, the date and place of issuance 
of his passport, his nationality, and the number of his passport 
in addition to some other general information. It is believed 
that with some exception similar requirements are in existence 
in most of the countries where Legal Attaches are located, the 
possible exceptions being the Western Hemisphere countries. 



It has been noted that the letterhead memoranda 
prepared by the domestic offices on security subjects traveling 
abroad frequently list a name and several aliases for the 
subject, yet in the details of the memoranda where passport 
data is furnished, it is simply stated M Subject"was issued a 
passport , followed by details of date and place of issuance 
without specifying what name or alias was used in the passport. 
It is felt that the Bureau would appear more efficient to the 
foreign agencies requested to place stops against persons if 
it were possible to state the exact name utilized in the 
passport since this would avoid the necessity of placing stop 
cards~'fh foreign agency files against all the names and aliases.

The Communist Index (Cl) was designed to represent a 
list of individuals who should, in the light of ever-changing 
conditions, be continually borne in mind with a view teuxird possible 
investigation under the Security Index (SI) program . Bulet of 10/2/58 
issued instructions to the field to re-examine cases of individuals 
u/iose names are included in the Cl, the re-examination to be conducted 
in equal monthly installments over a 12-month period.

In addition to the above statistical results , other advantages 

have resulted from the program . Cooperative intervteios have been 
obtained in many instances * Nach case opened results in the obtaining 
of, as a minimum , . current residence and employment , thus bringing up 
to date our information concerning the subject's activities. For 
example, during thi3 past quarter, the New York Office handled 1,369 
Cl cases. Of this number, it was found that 557 x of the individuals 
had changed either residence or employment or both with an additional 
46 individuals having moved to other field off ice ^territories, 
necessitating changes in office of origin . \ *
